Slowly the silver bill approaches a
final vote in the Seoate. It will go
back to the House, amended, within a
week, and probably be speedily acted
on by that body. There 18 no good rea
son why it should not go to Mr. Hayes
for his action sometime during the next

ten days. It ought to be disposed of
soon, for until that is done there is a

d | disposition not to go on with other im-

portant business.
Every approprintion to be recommen-

ded by the appropriation Committee of

the Honse will be less than the sum
expended for the same object lnst year.
If the Democratic House will support
the Democratic Committes there will
be great and needed reductions 1n the
expenses of Government, but I am
sorry to suy the indications of such
support are not many. ¥

Oue of the early scandals of this re
form Administration was the evideny
puspose to put appointments to office
where they would do the most good.
Sometimes an effort was waae by such
distribution to heal & breach in the
Radical party, sometimes to spite a
Radiceal Congressman, sometimes to
plesse a Radical Coogressman, snd
someties,—very often, in fact—to pro-
vide positions for the personal friends
of Mr. Hayes. The small motive was
ulways apparent, and I don't konow of
a siogle instance in which the Admio-
istration, always preachiog retorm, has
given a high office to a person becanse
of his eminent fitness for it. There is
no such case. The Federal offices in
Baltimore were the subjeot for months
of disgusting dicker among the Mary-
land politicians, and delegations of
them crowded the White House unti)
they became a nuissnceand an obstruc-
tion to the public business. The places
were finally given to the political hacks
who, as they themselves elaimed, could
“electrify the State” with a Republi-
can victory. Appsreotly this squab-
ble ia to be repeated over the Boston
Custom House, now mansged by Sim.
mons. The two Massachusetts Sena-
tors are opposed to to his re-appoint-
mwent whea his time expires, which will
be soon, and there is also a strong par-
ty favorable to him. “‘Delegations"
are coming here. Why eaooot Mr.
Hayes ascertain whether or not Sim-
mons has done his whole duty as Col
lector, and, governing himself bya rule
he himself laid down, re-appoint or re-
fuse to re-appoint the man solely on
that ground ? If reform is meant that
is what he ought to do.

The House meant well in its late

vote that Ex-Members should not h|

allowed to ocome upon its floor until
they had certified that they wems “pot
interested in pending legislation,'" but
it accomplished little. Mast lobbying

is pot done on the floor of the House
or Senate, but in Committee Rooms:
on the streets, in botels, at private
houses, or on railroad traios—in short,

| wherever the Chairman of a Commit-

tee or other influential Congressman
can be found or can be induoed to go,
It is snid the most accomplished of lob-
byists was io the habit of losing large
sums of money in gambling with & for-
mer Chairman of the House Waysand
Means Committee. He did not dare
to offer a bribe directly, and he gave
the Chairman this way of pocketing the
money of the individuals and corpo-
rations to be bencfitted by legislation:
When either party has s large undis-
puted majority in House or Senate—
as the Republicans had from 1861 to
1873—the Committee presents legisla-
tion and the two Houses adopt it. The
Chairman prepares it for the Commit-
tee. Unless there is something pro-
posed which is too olearly extravagant
or plainly out of the lino of previous
legislation, there ia bardly any dissent
on the part of the lay members. Most
likely, if heisdisposed to be rebellious,
something for the benefit of his con-
gtituents or friends is thrust into the
obpnoxious measure, and his consent se.
cured. This control ot the Commit-
tees is a necessity, it Congress is to
legislate, as it always has dope, not
ouly upon subjects of general import-
ance, but upon avery conceivable subs
jeot of seotional, party and personalin-
terest, for there is no time to consider
in open House a thousandth part of
the measures proposed. But it gives a
tremendous power to the Committee
and its Chairman and reduces really
seientiffc lobbying to a comparatively
quiet and unostentatious affair, As
snid before, the late vote of the House
does not touch it, though the guileless
gentleman who introduced the resolu-
tion and the members who voted it
through no doubt believed that an era
of legislative purity was at hand.

Therefore the' dayn of *Dime Nov-
ola" and *Ten Cent Novels” were num-
bered, They becamo as thoroughly
dead as Mark Twain's memmy. Their
publisbers no longer ‘ound them liter~
ally gold mines of profit. Indeed, it
would bea hardy.man'who should now
venture to enter their sanotums and of-
fer anew * Blood-and-Thunder-Indian-
Border-Ruffian- Wild- Bill-of-thePrai-
ries Romanoe’, to them for publioation,
The stook of useless copies left on their
hands are a fortune to the “old paper
man,” and the quantities of dusty eleo-
trotype plateswill supply the “melting
pot" for a long time to come.

There was another discreditable
branch of publishing that soon felt the
effect of TrE LAKESIDE LIBRARY.
Wo refer to the horde of miserable
sensational dreary weekly “'‘Story Pa-
pers,” Bimilar in the character cf
theirfoontents to the “Dime Novels,"
they built up enormous ecirculations
upon the principle of advertising ex-
teusively, and payiog little or nothing
for their literary (?) coutents, which,
indeed, would be dear at any price.

How enormously their oiroulstions
haye fallen off since the publication of
Tux Laxkesipe LisrAry is one of
those uncomfortable facts their pub~
lishers dialike to talk ubout.

But the -imnk-ge oan be imagined
when we remember that, with a single
exception, not one of these weekly
(wenkly ?) story papers contains the
writing of even one nuthor whu pos-
sesses the slightest reputation smong
literary men. Not one ot their "'(urps
of Writers' is ever mentioned in liter=
ary society. Not one of ebe namudin
their published “Btaff of Contributors”
could be found in the biograpbicul die-
tionaries of the day.

In a word, the grent mass of theip
articles are by povices snd nmateurs in
the profession of literature. T'hey ire
the product of veritable “‘penny-un-li-
pers,"

Aud when we add to the warthles:-
pess of the contents of theso weckly
gtory pupers, spother futal element to
suoceas—the continunnce of the “leads
ing stories” from week to week, and
from wouoth to mooth—we find ample
explanation of the rapid and mortul
decreuse in their patroonge.

The whole ease may be summed up
in a ou tshell : Literary refuse, dished
up in “to-be continued" doses, can not
comp®e with Good Books publi-liel
complete in one issue, uta cheap price,
